I descended a steeper hill, and 
approached the hemlock grove, 
passing down through maple arch- 
es, pausing to observe the antics 
vf a trio of squirrels, a solitude 
for them, as they ran.and snicker- 
ed, and chattered and frisked at 
‘my presence.

Police. 

(Col. Weeks, also: iavises panents 

to have their children not play or 
run iaround at bus pick-up areas 
while waiting for or when getting 
off a bus. 
. According to the State Police, 
on undivided highways and roads, 
all vehicles must stop until chil. 
dren are clear of the roadway 
and the bus is moving. Specifical- 
ly, an operator when coming upon 
a school bus which has stopped to 
receive or dischange children, 
shall stop such vehicle before 
reaching the school bus and shall 
not proceed until the school bus 
resumes motion or until signalled 
by the school bus driver to pro- 
ceed, 

On divided highways, Maine law 
says. all vehicles traveling with 
the school bus must stop. Vehicles 
traveling in the opposite direction, 
but separated by curbing or other 
similar physical barrier or an un- 
Paved area need not stop.

Two recent grants by the Eco- 
nomic Development Administra- 
tion to communities in the 2nd 
District have reinforced my ar. su- 
ment that the EDA can play a vi- 
tal role in creating new jobs for 
Maine. 

Although the administration 
wanted to halt funding for EDA 
programs this year, I joined with 
many of my colleagues in oppos- 
ing the elimination of funding, es- 
pecially at a time whem, the na- 
tion was suffering from high un- 
employment. 

Congress has continued funding 
and the agency has been given a 
special responsibility under the 
Emergency Jobs Program to 
channel funds to areas of the 
country suffering from high unem- 
ployment to create temporary and 
permanent jobs. 

Maine was one of the first states 
in the nation to get a portion of 
the EDA jobs. money. The town of 
Farmington will receive $389,500 
in EDA funds to construct 2.7 
miles of sewer line along Route 2. 
The sewer line constmction pro- 
ject will create at least 30 jobs 
and some of those jobs must be 
filled from the ranks of the un- 
employed.

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PROTECT YOURSELF AND 
YOUR PETS FROM RABIES 
Sinlee the first of the year, nine 
cases. of rabies in Maine have 
been confirmed by the Sbate Pub- 
lic Health Laboratory. Seven of 
these cases involved foxes and one, 


a bat. Four of the foxes and the . 


hai had been in contact with dogs, 
two of the foxes had been in con- 
tact vith cats, one fox had been 
in iconta'ct with humans, and one 
was found around cattle, 

Rabies’ occurs primlarily in fox- 
es, but also in skunks, bats, rac- 
coons and coyotes. Infected wild 
animals are responsible for cases 
of the disease in not only domes- 
tiie pets. but also in livestock, such 
as Calttle, horses, sheep and goats. 
Beclaulsa ‘of the danger to livestock 
and humans from this almost-al- 
ways fatal disease, the Maine De- 
partment of Agriiculiure’s yeterin- 
ary staff gives the following re- 
minders: 

—You do not have to be actual- 
ly bitten by a rabid animal to con- 
tnact the disease, which afifects 
the brain and nemvous system. A 
cut or scratch that comes into con- 
tact with saliva or other body flu- 
id of an infected animal can be 
the point of entry. 

— Dogs and cats are the most 
likely sources of rabies infection 
in humans and, therefore, it is 
extremely important to have your’ 
pets vaccinated, In faict, Maine law 
mandates that in onder to license 
dogs, they must be vaccinlated ev- 
ery. two years. 

— In areas where rabies is 
known to be present in wild ani- 
mals, pets should be inoiculated 
every year, 

— Be extra wary of wild ani- 
Mails that appelar friendly or un- 
alarmed by the presence of thu- 
Mans. and report such abormally 
behaving animals to game war- 
dens or the police, 

— Young children should be 
warned of trying to befriend or 
feed wild animals. 
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MAINE WOODCOCK SEASON 
OPEN OCTOBER 1 


The hunting season on woodcock 
in Maine will open on Oct. 1 this 
fall, to coincide with the opening 
of the grouse and pheasant sea- 
sons. 

Season dates and bag limits for 
woodcock, sea ducks, and several 
other species of migratory game 
birds were set recently by Fish 
and Wildlife Commissioner Glenn 
Manuel and his advisory council, 
following a public hearing, 

The season on rails and galli- 
nules will run from Sept. 1 to Nov. 
9. The snipe season will be Sept. 
1 to Dec. 16.. 

Opening Oct. i will be the 
woodeock and special sea duck 
seasons. Woodcock hunting ends

Everyday our consumer affairs 
specialists mediate consumer com- 
plaints from around the state, 
Here are ‘some actual cases, with 
minor changes to preserve: priiva- 
cy, that I think will be instructive. 
fo you, 

Jang of Southern Maine bought 
an “attack” dog from a dog ken- 
nel further up the Maine coast, 
The kennel gave Joan specific 
warranties that the dog would 
protect her. This was important 
as Joan had been burglarized: 
many times, The “attack” dog 
cost $1,250. Later, to her despair, 
Joan found her new dog had se- 
vere arthritis and offened aut 
ficient protection, 

Attorney General Mediator Sim 
Levy persuaded the kenmel to re- 
turn ail of Joan’s. money. It wias a 


breach of Joan’s exipress wiarran- | 


ty to sell a dog that was not, in 
effect, an effective “atback’? dog, 
A breach of warranty is a broken 
contract and Jane bad the right 
to obtain the return of her money. 

Harold of Central Maine ordered 
a washing machine from a local 
dealer, If proved continually de- 
fective, Four times the dealer sent: 
a repainman, Still it was not fixed 
and the motor was discovered to. 
be rusting out. Must Harold suffer 
in silence? 

In Maine, consumer items al- 
ways come with an implied war- 
ranty (guarantee) the item will 
perform as it is designed to. That 
is, a saw will saw, a freezer will 
freeze, and a’ washer will wash. 
This machine clearly violated the 
Maine implied warranty of mer- 
chantibility. Harold must give the: 
menchant a chance to repair, but 
if repairs are not successful, he 
can demand his money back or a 
new item. “Attorney General Medi- 
ator Joan Wells persuaded the 
dealer to give Harold a new wash- 
ing machine.
